MOTT OUTLINES HORSE 
ARENA PROGRAM 


A master plan for the horse show arena, 
in Joaquin Miller park, calling for comple- 
tion of the actual field work now under 
construction and the details to be worked 
out for the future, were outlined by Wil- 
liam Penn Mott, Jr., of the Oakland park 
department, as the highlight of the first 
Open Forum of the year, held March 3. 

“This year our plans are based on funds 
now aavilable in this fiscal year, which 
ends June 30,” said Mr. Mott. “We con- 
template doing all we can before time for 
the M.H.A. horse show in June.” 

Grading Now Underway 

“In time we hope to make this arena one 
of the finest of its kind in the country. The 
actual field work will be completed prior 
to the show, and this will include road and 
highway improvements. We are now work- 
ing on the cross sections and hope to have 
them completed by the end of May. We 
are establishing and roughing out parking 
units and water lines, have set aside funds 
for grading of the actual arena, and for 
fencing or guard rails, and we have estab- 
lished drainage. This is about all that can be 
accomplished this year. , 

“Our master plan will be submitted to 
the committee from the M.H.A.”, continued 
the speaker. “This will be for review, study 
and for recommendations. On approval we 
will continue with the project and each 
step from now on will go towards comple- 
tion of this master plan. + 36 

“We plan fireplaces ‘and picnic facili- 
ties for 8,000 people by 1950, with the whole 
section complete with water and ample 
toilet, facilities. 

Complete Trail System 

“In connection with the trails we are 
now completing a topography of the area 
below the theatre and when this is com- 
pleted plan to lay out a complete trail 
system through Joaquin Miller park. We 
hope for a permanent set of trails and plan 
to make maps setting out the time of the 
circuit, points to. visit and the names of 
the various trails. 

“By 1950 or 1951 we hope to construct a 
custodian’s residence and at least one of 
the barn units. The board feels that the 
development of this park is the most im- 
portant objective for people demanding 
park facilities. 

“We plan to put up a good argument 
for the outlay of funds and need the sup- 
port of the M.H.A. and other similar or- 
ganizations to support us in this. Regardless 
of funds we expect to push on with this 
project. How fast it goes will depend on 
the amount of money we will have at our 
disposal.

L. Borden, one of the state’s great horse- 
men whose death occurred recently in San 
Francisco. Mr. Borden dedicated part of 
Victoria Island for the Borden highway and 
at the time of his death had 60 horses in 
training at the Stockton race track. 

A social hour and refreshments served 
by Elsa and Gus Himmelman concluded the 
evening. .

Fellow Horsemen: 

The pet project of California State Horse- 
men’s Association is in a tight spot. If we 
don’t act now and put our every effort into 
fighting the cut in appropriation for Divi- 
sion of Beaches and Parks, all of the work 
we have already done will be for naught. 

As Vice-President in 5th Regional District 
of California State Horsemen’s Association, 
I have sent the following letter to each as- 
semblyman in Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties; and I urge you to write a similar 
letter or telegram immediately to your as- 
semblyman for your own horsemen’s asso- 
ciation. This is vitally important because 
this session of State legislators is convened 
for the express purpose of determining the 
budget. 

A letter to your State Senator is equally 
important: Try to get them both out imme- 
diately. A list of the assemblymen and their 
addresses is attached. This information was 
obtained over the telephone, long distance 
to Contra Costa County, and I believe it is 
correct. 

“At this critical moment, California State 
Horsemen’s Association wish to express 
their plea that you exert every possible ef- 
fort to strike out the threatened cut in the 
budget from $185,000 to $57,000 for Divi- 
sion of Beaches and Parks. This money was 
formerly promised for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a State Hiking and Riding Trail, and 
originated in the oil tidelands, a natural 
resource; and should definitely be returned 
to natural resources through the develop- 
ment of these trails. a 

“We have already put a lot of work, time 
and expenditure into the necessary prelim- 
inaries such as securing rights of way, map- 
ping trails, and working out feeder trails in 
our own area, and of course are well in- 
formed of the same work being done by 
every other horsemen’s association in the 
state of California. This is a big project to 
us. We also believe that if the appropriation 

-is cut this year, it may disappear into noth-
